The question of priority in reaching 


the polo now absorbs attention in this 
country and Europe-. That Peary will 
claim .to be the first discoverer appears 
to be definitely assured from the follow- 
ing:"First— Formal

been telegraphed from Indian Harbor, 
Labrador, to- all point, American and 
geographical societies of all nations, in- 
cluding Japan and Brazil, specifically an- 
nouncing that "the. N'orth Pole was dis- 
covered April C by the Peary Arctic club 
expedition under command of Command- 
ed Peary." 
Second— A London dispatch received 


from St. John's, New Foundland, states 
that Commander Peary claims that he 
tvns tho first man to reach the N'orth 
Pole.

Aside from the question of priority- of 


Commander Peary's 
announcement ot 


of reaching the pole appears 1o be ac- 
cepted throughout the United States ami 
the world at large by scientists ns well 
as the general public, and there is an ab- 
sence 
of 
the doubt and 
skepticism 


which greeted the Cook announcement. 
There is, however, apparent reserve of 
judgment on the question of priority be- 
tween the two explorers. 


Dr. Cook in an interview at Copen- 


hagen today says he is the 
first to 


shout for Peary, "if he has telegraphed 
nn announcement that he has reached 
the pole, then it is tme and I congratu- 
late him." Dr. Cook also states that he 
doe* not want any controversy.

Later in the afternoon, Dr. Cook leceired the newspaper correspondents and 


answered all their questions fully. 


Commodore Howard, the commander of the royal yacht and one of the 


foremost of Denmark's Arctic explorers had an opportunity today to eiamine 
Dr Cook's journals. Later he said to the Associated Press: 


' "I noticed certain discrepancies and inaccuracies in the newspaper reports 


of the expedition, but a long conversation with Dr. Cook soon convinced me his 
statraentTwere absolutely reliable. His replies to my questions were dear and 
-orecise and left no doubt in my mind.

"I did not have sufficient time.to read the diary, but from my brief inspec- 


tion thereof, I obtained the firm impression that the doctor's claim of harm* 
reached the North Pole is correct.

from Greenland. 


Dr. Cook was standing on the bridge 


of the vessel, which flew the American 
flag at her mizzen mast. 


Crown Prince Christian of Denmark, 


Maurice Egun, the American minister: 
the Danish minister of commerce and 
committees representing various public 
bodies hoarded the Hans Egede and wel- 
comed Dr. Cook in the name of the na- 
tion and the city.

When the Hans Egede was 
a

away slowly coming in with an eiithus- 
astic following of snjall craft in her 
wake, Crown Prince Christian and the 
members of his stuff embarked on a 
mnch which took them to the side of 
the steamer bearing the explorer. 


The moment the anchor was dropped, 


the crowti prince sprang up. the gang

awaited the prince. 


The people in the surrounding boa'ts 


who had expected from the newspaper 
pictures, to see a bearded man; recog- 
nized the explorer for the first time und 
sent up a loud cheer. 


Prince Christian, who is a tall and 


handsome young man, was dressed in 
a silk hat and frock coat. He grasped 
the hand of tho shabby explorer, con- 
gratulated him on his achievement and 
welcomed him warmly in the name of 
the Danish nation and the geographical 
society, of which the prince is presi- 
dent.

Frederick, in nn admiral's uniform ac- 
companied by a party of naval officials, 
city officials, delegates

and the minister of commerce followed 
the ctown prince up the side

steamer and the explorer was almost 
smothered in the friendly group of uni- 
forms and officials in black coats and 
silk hats. 


"Yes, I Did," Said Dr. Cook. 


"Did you reach the North Pole, Dr. 


CookJ" asked the correspondent of the 
Associated Press. 


"Yes, I did," replied Dr. Cook con- 


fidently. 


After much handshaking Crown Prince 


Christian said to the explorer: 


'Come ashore with me, pelasej. the 


Dr. Cook said something^ about his 


baggage.

gage," the Crown Prince answered, 'and 
led" Dr. Cook to the Royal launch. ' ' . 


When tiie launch approached the pier 


with Prince Christian and Dr, Cook side-

from the assemblage-of: small craft, in- 
cluding yachts, motor boats, landing: 
boats from the Russian' warship in the 
harbor and racing \shells-, clustered thick- 
about the pier.

Dr. Cook stepped ashore; iand in ah 


instant the police were powedess as in- 
fants to make a. way-'for the^party. Dr. 
Cook and those about him were en- 
gulfed and swept along by a ..clamorous 
crowd. Maurice F. Kgon, the • American 
minister and the Danish official} literal- 
ly clung to Dr. Cook.' Together the par- 
ty fought its Way desperately to a point 
near the Meteorological building.

Cook was bruised and.capless.and part of 
his sleeve was torn off.

Hero Talks to * Crowd. 


Dr. Cook and Mr. EgamfinaUf.'succeed-' 


ed in reaching a balcony-.of the insti- 
tute. The people crowding the streets 
and the..adjoining park yelled frantical- 
ly when they appeared. Mr. Jigan waiv- 
ed his hand toward Dr. Cook as an.in- 
troduction, whereupon the" explorer made 
a brief address.in English. 


"My friends," he said, "I liave had too 


hard 'a time getting Jierc to .make a 
speech. I can only sa,y that I consider 
it an honor to be able«<to put my foot 
first 
on Danish soil."

TAFT WOULD PRODUCE THE EQUITIES 


A criticism of the president made by 


tho New York Globe during the height 
of the tariff contentions in congress was 
not without somu merit, in at least as 
showing the viewpoint from which he 
was regarded by an element desirous of 
so revising the tariff that free trade 
would have stuck out from all the pro- 
jections. This paper says the president 
is an earnest protectionist, one of an 
extreme type, but that tho sort he wants 
would not bring an additional dollar's 
worth of trade. 


Th« New York paper probably sized up 


things pretty well in its saying what 
the president was really after was do- 
mestic monopoly, and quotes hi? address 
announcing acceptance of a presidential 
candidacy. This referring to the case 
in point is as follows; 
-'Whenever the. 


tariff imposed is largely in excess of the 
differential between the domestic and the 
foreign cost of production there is furm- 
cd at once a great temptation to mon- 
opolize the business of producing the par- 
ticular products and take advantage of 
profits in the excessive tariff." 


This means, says the Globe, he would 


so regulate schedules that foreign com- 
petition would be potential and would 
becomo 
actual 
if domestic 
producers 


pushed the proper limits in excess of the 
difference between tho cost of foreign 
nnd domestic production as measured out 
bv prominent Republicans of whom thi 
president is one. Thus is described the. 
position of President Taft by a Demo-

A REFORM IN POSTAL CARDS 


To those who are close observers and 


who have kept truck of things official, 
the uneasiness of head men in the postal 
bureau is now explained in a bit. of in- 
formation gathered not long since by 
the indefatigable Associated Press. This 
uneasiness was not because of the de- 
ficiency, for this is an annual occurrence, 
as sure as are the spring floods in the 
rivers, not because of any failures in the 
service, for all agree in the incomparable, 
efficiency of the service everywhere.

ages of the civil service on time honored 
customs, or of any one of the many 
things that might worry officials, but 
it was something that worried and nag- 
ged the men at Washington, and now it 
has all come out. 


The worriment, as said, was not be- 


cause of anything wrong, but all for a 
matter of pride, for our .lostal cards 
were admittedly inferior to those made 
in Germany or elsewhere on the conti- 
nent,. They

plain common things, poor as to the ma- 
ter;.il out of which made, so inferior the 
artistic part, so very common the ink 
and the color of the ink, all so very 
horrid plain, so very ordinarily a thing 
of cheapness, that the inferiority can 
no longer be 'endured. Now that wo 
may put on an irreproachable appear- 
ance in this respect, to attain a front 
rank in tho aristocracy of European 
postals, it has been determined to take 
an entirely new departure within a few 
months.

|j killed Sullivan, but he had robbed and 
beaten i me a wc«k before, breaking my 
! ribs *nd taiing $4.75. T was taken to 
the.hospital .-and when I got out I fixed 
him." 


This statement is said to be false, 


that ho had no fight previous to the 
murder with Sullivan, and that he was 
'not,injured, nor was ho in the hospital 
with broken ribs. At the jail this morn- 
ing, when tha prisoner was interviewed 
by a pr«BS representative, he freely ad- 
mitted, he,'killed Sullivan by stabbing 
him wfth a knife and that it was be- 
cause Sullivan had whipped and robbed 
him.

How He Got Away. 


\ 
After fighting with Sullivan and stab- 


'ting him, Hontidt states that he ran 
to his boarding house on Clark street, 
changed.his clothing and prepared to get 
away. Three men tackled him and one 
of, them choked him, but he 
escaped 


them; ran to tho station of the Chicago 
anil Milwaukee Electric railway, waited 
for a car acd took it into Chicago. From 
Chicago, he walked to Gary, Ind., and 
later took the train for South Chicago, 
where, he stayed until he went to South 
Bend. 
He had not been in South JSend 


twenty-four hours before the police ar- 
rested and locked him up. When Sheriff
